Relations had been broken 
previously but the war declara- 
tion permitted the itnernment 
of many German 
merchants 


and otehrs who had been ac- 
cused of .unneutral activities.

KAISER'S FORCES PRESSINl 
BACK THE BRITISH NORfj 
AND SOOTH OF ARMENTiEREf 


(By the Associated Press) 


' With' the British' hanging 


grimly on to the great bulk of 
Messines ridge, thair bulwark 
in Flanders, the Germans to 
the south are pushing their 
wedge deeper into the British 
lines northeast and north of 
Bethune, one of the British ad- 
vanced bases. 


The point of this wedge was 


driven last -night further along 
the Lys canal-to-Merville, two 
miles west of] Liestrerri, which 
the British held -up to -yester- 
day. The salient; was'extended 
also slightly -to the north to the 
vicinity of Neuf Berquin, two 
miles northwest of Estaires, 
another point where the British 
had been making a stand. 


The Germans 
today were 


continuing what appeared to be 
their heaviest pressure in this 
region and had made some 
progress when the noon official 
report was issued in London. 


The southern side of the salr 


ient, as it runs southeast- to- 
ward Givenchy, is being strong- 
ly held by. .the British. They 
were standing firm today, at 
Loisne, :three miles northeast'of 
-Betlmne/ 'and along • the ^line 
northwest: of the- MeryilJe re- 
gion/ Further southeast; like- 
wise,- they-repelled a -German 
attempt to advance northwest 
of .Givenchy','fh'e" 'high ground 
about which protects the Brit- 
ish right flahk'be'fore Bethum. 


The British' fa'sk' here patent- 


ly is to prevent' fhe sides of'this 
salient from being materially 
v 'dened, as' the 'tip "cannot be 
pushed in much 'further V/ith- 
oui great danger'to'the attack- 
ing forces from'flank attack. 


Northweat' of 'Armentieres, 


abandoned .yesterday" "by the 
British, the'line was straight- 
ened out by' th'e'ir' withdrawal 
from Ploegs'teert, whence they 
fell back, fighting, to the vicin- 
ity of Neuve Egllse; d'ose to the 
southerly end of Messines rid^e, 
which protects their new posi- 
tions.

The British lines apparently 


are being-' firmly 'maintained 
along the 'high ground in the 
Messines and Wytschaete re- 
gions and to the north toward 
Ypres. No material change in 
the situation, is reported here. 
The battle, however, is continu- 
ing along the whole front from 
LaBassee canal north to Holle- 
Kke, the Germans hammering 
hard in their desperate attempt 
to win something substantial.. 


On* the . Somme 
battlefield 


there has been no resumption of 
infantry engagements on a 
large scale. The British, how- 
ever, were subjected io strong 
local attacks near Neuville- 
Vitasse,. southeast of .Arras, all 
of which .they repulsed. . 
The 


artillery is reported-increasing- 
ly active in the vicinity of the 
Somme .while Paris announces 
a rather Jheayy bombardment 
along the French line to the 
southeast of Amiens, in the vi- 
cinity of Hangard. " ' . . - ' • •

Chance for Wisconsin Munici- 


palities to Make $2,000,000 


on Venture 


Wisconsin cities will be called up- 


on to make a still further saving of 
their garbage waste. In a food con- 
servation .bulletin just issued >y,thc 
extension division of the University 
it is. shown that' ttie 'results already 
obtained have been a reduction in 
the amount of garbage wn-te of 25 
to 50 per cent. 
Tho bulletin sug- 


gests the use of feeding the garbage 
to swine, and declare that such a 
method has been unduly condemned. 
It points out that.piggeries are pro- 
fitable and can be handled in a sani- 
tary way. 


"In spite of all we can do there 


will 
necessarily be some garbage 


wastes 
which .in the aggregate 


amount to a large tonnage," says 
the report issued today. 'When it is 
known that the average garbage 
produced by 45 people will put 200 
pounds on a. hog in 5 monthi with- 
out any added feed, some little idea 
can be had of the value of garbage 
as a hog food. 


• 
" To Protect Health. 


"There is nothing new in the plan 


of feeding garbage to 
awine. In 


fact it was the prevailing system of 
garbage disposal thirty years ago 
and is today in some sections of the 
United States. Like the other sani- 
tary problems it has been badly 
handled so that the general public 
today looks with suspicion upon this 
method of disposal. However, the 
concensus of opinion 
among 
un- 


biased sanitary engineers and. gar- 
bage disposal experts is that gar- 
bage can be and is being fed in a 
sanitary manner without danger to 
public health, and at a very distinct 
profit. 


"Applying the garbage wastes to 


our own state of Wisconsin, let us 
see what we could accomplish were 
a concentrated effort made to utilize 
them. Hogs are quoted at $17.50 
per hundred pounds on foot at pres- 
ent, so that a gain of 200 pounds 
represents a saving of $35 per hog 
as fed onNthe garbage produced by 
45 people. 


"In Wisconsin cities having a pop- 


ulation of 1,000 or more there is pro- 
duced enough garbage to fatten more 
than 50,000 hogs annually. In gross 
returns this means 'an annual income 
of approximately $2,000,000 if prop- 
erly conserved. Just how much oi 
this saving can be effected is prob- 
lematical, but it is thought possible 
to save half of this enormous waste 
if the proper attempt is made.

Saves Big Money. 


"In most places only a portion of 


the total garbage waste'is collected 
Prior to -the war the average collect- 
ed in American cities was less, thai 
40 per cent. The right system 0' 
collections will get practically al 
the garbage. 


"In addition to the above loss

WAR

Having pushed back the British positions on a front of 


25 miles, north'and south of iArrnerjitiefes.'to an average, 
depth of a little more than two'miles, the Germans' are: 


struggling desperately to.increase their gams. The bril- 
liant defense of Field Marshal Haig, however, is beginning 
to tell and the enemy advance has slowed up greatly al- 
though'the German attacks have not diminished in inten- 
sity, especially on the north and in the center; 
. . . 


Messines ridge and Wytschaete are the vital points on 


the battlefield and the Germans in two days have not been 
able to reach the crest of the hills. 
Repulsed along the 


ridge from the'southern tip to Wytschaete,- the enemy has 
thrown heavy forces against Hollebeke, where the ridge de- 
clines and the Jpres-Menin railroad and the Ypres-Comines 
canal cut through. At Hollebeke and Wytcshaete, however, 
the British Ninth 'division has repulsed the-enemy, with, 
heavy loss. On the southern approach to the 'ridge about 
Ploegsteert and Ploegsteert wood the Germans have made 
small gains. 


By abandoning Armentieres the British have straight- 


ened out their-line. Evidently the Germans have not yet 
occupied the town as the 'latest official statement from 
Berlin reports fighting in the suburbs. The British with- 
drew Wednesday afternoon, their positions having become 
untenable. West of Armentieres the Germans have pushed 
back the British several hundred yards north of Steen- 
werck. 
. 


On the center of the battlefront between Estaires, 


Lestrem and Loisne there has been bitter fighting. Along 
the river Lawe, between Leetrem and Loisne the Germans 
made incessant attacks only to be repulsed with severe loss 
by the Fifty-First division. These troops then attacked 
and drove the enemy from positions he had gained pre- 
viously. North of Estaires the British have been driven 
back somewhat but the town is still held by Field Marshal 
Haig.

On the Picardy Battlefield there has:been no change 


in the situation. The British front is quiet and the French 
have repulsed two German attacks in the region of Noyon. 
North of Montdidier and around Lassigny the artillery fire 
has been violent. The German advance in the Coucy region 
has halted.

American marines have landed in Vladivostok with the 


British and Japanese and their presence is expected to have 
a reassuring effect on Russian feelings. Although no of- 
ficial notification has been received in Washington, the step 
was not unexpected. Petrograd is said to view the situa- 
tion, at Vladivostok more calmly. 


Emperor Charles, of Austria-Hungary, in an autograph 


letter written a year ago and which he directed should be 
given the French government, declared that France's claim 
to'Alsace-Lorraine was 'justified and that Belgium and Ser- 
bia'should be re-established. Prince Sixtus, of Bourbon, 
the recipient, was asked to sound London and Paris on the 
emperor's attitude with a view of beginning peace prelimin- 
aries. The Austrian emperor in a message to the German 
emperor denies that he informed the French government 
that its claim to Alsace-Lorraine was just and accuses 
Premier Clemenceau of falsehood.

About 50 per cent of ordinary 


earth is not soil at all, but consists 
of air and water. Water 
makes 


the soluble plant, food in the soil 
freely available, while the air makes 
possible bacterial development and 
facilitates chemical action, which 
makes additional plant' food avail- 
able. 


Cultivation—stirring the soil- 


kills weeds, which draw moisture 
and plant food-at "the expense of the 
crops, and incorporates air, a neces- 
sity, into the soil. A clod of earth 
locks up plant food and prevents its 
utilization by the plant. 


Nitrogen, which stimulates leaf 


growth, is best supplied by turning 
under rich, well-rotted, or composted 
manure or rottiag vegetable matter. 


Sheep manure and poultry drop- 


pings will hurry plants along more 
rapidly than most chemical fertiliz- 


A sandy loam with plenty of well- 


rotted manure incorporated in the 
soil is well adapted to the produc- 
tion of muskmelons.- The muskmel- 
on is a heat-loving crop, requiring 
a long growing season, about four 
months, and cannot be grown until 
the ground has become warm. For 
this reason it is Mseless to attempt 
to prow the muskmelon in sections 
where the growing season is not 
sufficiently long or where the 'tem- 
perature is not uniformly high. The 
northern portion of the United States 
is not suited to the growing of this 
crop for the reasons cited above.
